To: a dozen (or so) shooters 
Re: P.S. December issue

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Question #1: The editor shoots a ‘‘normal’’ load in his 6PPC . . . . one that he thinks 
of as neither particularly hot, nor very mild. . . . 27.5 grains H322 (50.5 clicks on the 
Culver), behind 68 grain Euber bullets, seated to barely just touch the lands, and Federal 
primers, in a .262 neck chamber. 

Originally | was bedeviled by having to full-length resize after every ten firings or so 
.... until Bob Adamowicz, after looking at my rifle commented that the bolt lugs were 
not bearing to anywhere near his satisfaction. Seely straightened that out, but | am 
still having what seems to be a frustrating case problem. . . . if! do not full length resize 
after every couple of matches, the bolt handle becomes increasingly hard to put down 


.... and accuracy suffers. 


—How often do your full-length resize? 


—Do you have any theories what is happening? (same thing is true with my wife's 
rifle, and my secretary's rifle .... so mine is not a singular case). 


Question #2: | try to keep the case length where it should be, | trim to 1.485 as needed. 
Sometimes the darn cases grow like wheat in Kansas, other times they don’t lengthen 


for months at a time. 


—Do you feel that an overall too-long case will make it difficult to put down the bolt 
handle .... or is that a function of other causes? 
—Do you feel that a hard-to-put-down-bolt-handle will signal elevation problems (a flier 


up or down)? 


Question # 3: Watching shooters on various firing lines this summer, some shooters 
have their bolt handles go down smoothly, and with out effort .... other obviously 
expend more effort .... sometimes a lot more effort. 


—Comment, please. 


Thanks for your help. Additional comments on the general subject are welcome. 


JEF FOWLER 


Dear Dave, 

| full length resize my cases after every 
day’s shooting. Your cases are simply 
expanding near the head. | do not feel 
that a hard-to-put-down bolt handle will 
signal elevation problems (on the target) 
unless it is actually from too long a case. 

An overall too long case will possibly 
make it difficult to put the bolt handle 
down, but that would be true only if the 
case has grown longer than the chamber, 
which is doubtful. When working with 
new cases, | usually fire them three times, 
then trim to 1.490 length. If they ever 
grow past 1.500, I'll trim again, but this 
is extremely rare... .| usually wear them 
out first. 

Your comments about some shooters 
having smoothly and easily operating bolt 
handles . . . . they could be shooters with 
a mild load, or new cases, or with freshly 
resized cases. My bolt works easily in the 
morning, and becomes increasingly 
tighter in the afternoon. . . . the more you 
shoot a case, the more it expands. 

| think | would be afraid to see the 
results of some actual pressure readings 
on the loads that either Don Geraci or 
myself are shooting these days. | do 
know that we are working far in excess 
of normally recommended safety limits. 
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That’s the reason that | don’t list how 
many grains (used) on my equipment 
cards; I’m afraid that some new shooter 
might try to follow it blindly, and blow up 
his gun, and maybe himself. (Editor: Wait 
a minute, Jef .... they only list the 
equipment of the top 20. Are you saying 
that you are going into these matches 
with blind confidence that you will be in 
the top 20? Isn't that over-confidence?) 

This phenomenon is certainly not 
peculiar just to the PPC... . it’s just that 
we are shooting them very hot, again and 
again, and neck sizing only. I’m amazed 
that they go as long as they do, before 
having to full length size. 

A further note: the benefits of full length 
resizing diminish the more that it is done. 
Some shooters try to stretch their case 
life too far, and can get in trouble, i.e., 
case separation. When mine won't make 
it through the day, or when the primer 
pockets get loose, | replace them.

6PPC CASE PROBLEMS 
Continued 


DON GERACI 


Dear Dave, 

| received your letter in reference to the 
PPC brass and will try to answer the three 
questions that you have asked. 

| shoot two completely different loads 
in my 6PPC, both behind Euber 68 grain 
bullets. One load is very hot, 52% on the 
Culver of 4198. | can only get one range 
of shooting and one total agg with that 
particular brass. | full length size between 
100 and 200 and throw the brass away 
at the end of the day. The other load is 
48¥%2 on the Culver of H322, which | 
consider a moderate to light load and 
have no problem with the brass. Some 
opinions seem to indicate that if the 
chamber is highly polished, the brass 
seems to become more difficult to open 
and close the bolt on after a few firings. 

In dealing with question number two, | 
certainly don’t like my brass to exceed 
1.495. | find no definite pattern as to the 
degree of stretch per load. | personally do 
not feel that brass out to 1.505 would 
have any effect on the function of the bolt. 
As to the second part of question two, 
whenever | feel the bolt closes too hard, 
| merely fire that round on my sighter, 
especially in major competition. | have 
noticed unexplainable point of impact 
changes from this phenomenon. 

To give an opinion for question number 
three, | have noticed the same thing that 
you referred to and sometimes become 
envious of actions that operate so 
smoothly. | have shot Pete Callan’s Hall 
action, and | find it extremely easy to 
operate. It doesn’t seem to matter 
whether he shoots a light or hot load, the 
bolt always works smoothly. | do know 
that Pete spent an awful lot of time 
smoothing up his Hall action before it was 
installed on the rifle. 

To further comment on problems with 
the ease of operations of the bolt... . we 
found a very serious problem with a bolt 
whose face was not perfectly square, and 
it was very hard to determine the pro- 
blem. Once the bolt was trued, the bolt 
became much easier to open and close. 
| personally think that a certain per- 
centage of today’s actions, factory or 
custom, are not 100 percent true and 
sometimes in the case of acustom action, 
we fail to check some of the measure- 
ments and functions that we just take for 
granted because of it being a custom 
action. This statement may offend some 
of the custom action builders, (| hope 
not), but it is definitely a reality in today’s 
search for zero tolerances.

Dear Dave, 

Your letter regarding case problems is 
very interesting. You are not alone with 
these problems; I’ve had them and so has 
Dick Maretzo. 

The problem of hard bolt closing and 
the necessity of full length sizing can be 
caused by several factors; i.e., hot loads 
(I would not consider 27.5 grains of H322 
to be hot, any more than 29.5 grains of 
N201 which is the load that | shoot)... . 
an off square bolt face could cause the 
problem, but since | know your rifles by 
their first names, I’m sure that this is not 
the case. 

When something such as this happens, 
we are all too ready to blame the rifle, 
when more than likely it is the brass itself. 
The Sako brass is soft, certainly softer 
than American made brass. Sako brass 
is made in Norway. Norma brass is made 
in Sweden, countries adjacent to each 
other, and | do suspect that their case 
manufacturing ideas might be a little 
similar. 

| have experienced a gradual loosening 
of primer pockets in my PPC cases. My 
past experiences with Norma brass 
turned up an even worse loosening of 
primer pockets. Primers could be seated 
with the fingers after several firings of 
normal loads. 

If you would like to conduct an ex- 
periment (with a rifle that you were 
planning to blow up anyway), take a case; 
any case, any brand of manufacture. 
Heat it red hot, let it cool, and load it with 
a medium load... . attach along, indeed 
very long, string to the trigger, load the 
round into the chamber of the secured 
rifle, and pull the trigger from a remote 
distance (about two city blocks is a good 
choice). It may or may not wreck the rifle, 
depending on the action’s strength. 

| once worked up a load for a friend’s 
.270, arather mild load. | stopped to see 
him a few days later and he handed me 
his Remington 722 bolt with the case 
head expanded so badly that the case 
had to be knocked out with a hammer.

Primer pockets were as large as a .30 
caliber bullet! He had acquired the cases, 
of unknown past history, along with the 
rifle. If you are offered brass that ‘‘has 
been in a fire’, stay the heck away from 
it, even it it’s free. 

So, | strongly suspect the tight case 
mystery goes back to soft brass... . not 
soft to any danger point, but soft to the 
point that it gets tired after repeated 
firing, and does not spring back enough 
to allow easy chambering. 

On to the subject of full length sizing. 
I’ve been through a bunch of full length 
dies for the PPC, indeed I’ve got a col- 
lection of the darn things out in the shop. 
Several RCBS dies did not take the case 
down enough, and the bolt still closed 
hard. Yes, | did have the case tight 
against the shell-holder, plus enough to 
cause springing of the press. I’ve also 
had several Bonanza dies that | felt over 
did the job. All of them sized the necks 
too much. 

| finally sent several fired cases to 
Huntington, with a letter stating that | 
wanted dies to fit the cases with a neck 
diameter of .260”. This was a good die 
generally, but it seems as if the .260 
instructions got lost in the shuffle, as it 
was still too tight. 

My latest, last-ditch effort has been an 
oversize reamer, made to my specs, that 
either doesn’t size the necks, or it sizes 
to .261”. It works like a dream.... the 
bolt closes easily, and it doesn’t affect my 
fitted neck cases. Other cases, without 
fitted necks, | size as usual with my 
Lyman 310 tong-tool button sizer. 

My Wichita action heavy varmint was 
fired at Dunham's Bay on September 25, 
after just getting the above project fin- 
ished. It was not the best of days, as far 
as shooting conditions went, but picked 
up third place, with a .246 agg. You can 
bet that I'll full length resize more often, 
now that I’ve got a tool that does the job 
to my satisfaction. 

My main objection to full length sizing, 
up to this point, has been the overworking 
of the brass, and the resulting short life 
of cases. 

| got the impression at that match that 
those cases that had been through my 
new die didn't even know that they had 
been full length resized. 

Never trim PPC cases until after fire 
forming. They get shorter in the fire- 
forming process. As far as case length 
goes, | am currently trimming my PPC 
cases as long as practical; 1.495 is my 
current dimension. Max length is ap- 
proximately 1.515. I'll send you a neck 
length gauge (which is half a seating die). 

There exists considerable evidence 
that bolt lugs galling is caused by two 
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factors... .hard bolt closing, and failure 
to keep the bolt lugs clean and greased. 
Do it after every relay! And full length size 
more often. 

| believe that full length sizing can 
improve overall accuracy, if the FL die 
does not overwork the case. If the necks 
are over-worked, neck cracks will result. 
If too much of the shoulder is set back, 
it may cause erratic ignition, or even hang 
fires or mis-fires. This is from experience 
with a .35 Remington FL die. Too much 
reduction in body size, coupled with 
excessive shoulder set back will cause 
head separations toot sweet. 

An alternative to full length sizing... . 
select 15 NEW, good cases for the 
five-shot matches, or 20 for the gun that 
will be shooting ten-shot matches. It’s 
very simple; when they start causing 
trouble, start with another new batch. 
When | shot the IBS Nationals at Kelbly’s 
last year, | used 20 new cases, which | 
formed during the warm-up match. 

When | have time to load at a match, 
that’s my system. In the winter league 
matches at Dunham's Bay, where | shoot 
two rifles (heavy varmint and hunter 
class), | have no choice but to go pre- 
loaded. 

Some other thoughts... . we all know 
how to make the brass softer, by an- 
nealing. Does anyone have any idea how 
to make it harder?? Could be an inter- 
esting area for experimentation! 

Hard bolt closing. How hard is ‘‘hard’’? 
More and more | come to the conclusion 
that cases should be full length sized at 
the first indication of HARD (not firm) bolt 
closing. | do not mean excessive FL 
sizing; if that is done it will take a couple 
of firings to fire-form again. And that’s 
what you’re going to get with ‘‘off the 
shelf’’ FL dies! What you wantis a die that 
JUST ‘makes it’, and no more! 

An interesting comparison. | shoot my 
.308 hunter class rifle with 39.5 grains of 
H4895 behind 168 grain Sierra Interna- 
tional bullets. I’m beginning to suspect 
that the barrel has just lost its 
‘‘gilt-edge’’", probably well over 2,000 
rounds through it. The cases are Federal 
match, have NEVER been full length 
sized, and the bolt handle closes quite 
easily! 

In comparison, PPC cases are soft, and 
simply must be full length sized. | suggest 
after each weekend match .... that’s 
twelve five-shot groups, or twelve ten- 
shot groups. Possibly it could be done 
more often than that, possibly at the end 
of each day’s shooting, if done with a 
custom die that does not over-work the 
brass, or change neck diameter.

Dear David, 

In reference to your September 22 
letter and questions, I’m not going to be 
of much help, but here goes: 

Number 1. Your load is the same I’m 
using (except my Culver must be set to 
49.0 for 27.5 grains). | have only worked 
with the 22PPC and one lot of Sako 
brass. From what I’ve seen at matches, 
|.must have a fair lot of brass, because 
my troubles have been limited. 

| have not had to full length size at 
matches. Have some light increase in 
pressure closing the bolt, but without 
great force; mostly toward the end of the 
weekend and with cases that have been 
fired something like 12 times or so. | size 
with a Bonanza BR die which doesn’t 
over resize as most makes do. Sizing 
takes place at that point where the body 
of the case meets the shoulder of the 
case body and at the web area 3/8” up 
the case body. None on the shoulder. | 
have lost no cases and because | rotate 
rows, all of 30 cases have been full length 
resized three times this summer. 

The reason for the brass flow is 
softness (temper). Sakois soft, and some 
are very soft. | suspect a very smooth 
chamber, one that has been polished 
after reaming, helps brass flow as does 
any lubricant. 

Number 2. | have no problem with this 
lot getting longer as used. All are 
.004-.005” longer than when first formed 
and trimmed. 

Number 3. | don’t think a hard closing 
bolt will throw shots out so long as it’s not 
caused by too long cases. To date, I’ve 
not let the bolt closing pressure get all 
that high, so | don’t really know. 

| wonder if changing flash holes (larger) 
has any bearing on it? My current brass 
in use has been opened to .067”.

Dear Dave, 

| don’t know why you would ask my 
advice on shooting, in view of the way | 
have been shooting. The only thing | 
brought back from Midland was a Horny 
Toad. Named him or her, what ever, 
Larry. Anyone rooming with Baggett 
would know why. The Horny Toad, which 
| became rather fond of now resides in the 
local high school’s biology department. 

So as not to confuse you | will list my 
PPC equipment below. 
1. Unlimted Weber action, 6 PPC 
2. Slv-XP with two 6 PPC barrels, and a 

22 Waldog barrel 

| shoot all the above and am reasonably 
pleased with all. | use a neck-sizer die 
with the big gun, (.263 neck). The ten and 
a half pound | shoot tight-necked. | do not 
own, nor do | use a full length resizer on 
any of the PPC brass that | use. | don’t 
seem to have lengthening problems 
either. | use 322, 748, and 4198, in 
reasonably warm loads, but don’t seem 
to have the problems of which you speak. 

Don’t get me wrong, | fought the 6 BR 
for three years so | am familiar with your 
problems, but not with the PPC. | know 
that both overall length, and too-long 
headspace length or too tight cham- 
bering will make the bolt close hard. It will 
also throw a shot if the other four shots 
chamber properly. Up or down | can’t 
remember as | have tried to put those 
things out of my mind. You could always 
tell a 6 BR shooter at the end of the 
match, he’s the fellow who had to stand 
up to get enough leverage to get the bolt 
down. T.J. Jackson doesn’t seem to have 
the problem, but he is using some of the 
hard to get 7 BR brass which he said was 
thinner brass. Larry Baggett used to 
make his chambers a little rough to hold 
the brass. | also tried to keep both the 
chamber and brass as free of Hoppes as 
possible. Cleaning the brass after each 
shoot with steelwool will help.

Dear Dave: 

The reason the PPC case expands to 
the point where it ‘‘gets sticky’’ is its 
design. If you examine a sectioned 
222-size case and a 220 Russian case 
you will note a big difference in the web 
thickness as well as the design of the 
case head. 

Due to the semi-balloon head design of 
the 220 Russian case, the PPC is just 
more prone to stretching. 

The entire situation is quite evident if 
you measure the depths of your primer 
pockets from time to time. You will find 
they tend to get shallower the more the 
case is fired. People tend to think only of 
the brass flowing into the neck as a case 
stretches. Notso... . it flows both ways! 

This is really no big thing. The ‘‘fix’’ is 
simply to FL size the cases when they get 
a little tight. Now don’t FL size them like 
you were going to use the case in a 
sloppily-chambered field rifle — just 
bump the shoulder back enough so the 
cases chamber smoothly. 

Phil Sauer, whose credentials as a 


| can’t tell you why your brass grows 
some of the time and other times it 
doesn't. I’ve never run into that problem 
before. If your load is near maximum, 
maybe the temperature could have 
something to do with it. On a warmer day 
a given load is going to produce more 
pressure than it is on a cooler day. 

If your case gets too long for the 
chamber you will, of course, have pro- 
blems closing the bolt, but if you are 
trimming to 1.485” this should not be a 
problem. 

| don’t think that the bolt closing or 
opening hard causes accuracy problems

in relation to the cartridge itself. The 
problem that stiff cases DOES create is 
that when you wrestle the damn gun 
around on the bags trying to open and 
close the bolt you rearrange your 
sandbags with each shot. Each shot is 
fired under differing bag tensions. 

Some shooters can get by with this 
condition because of their slow and easy 
method of loading and unloading the rifle. 
Not me! Once the cases get a little snug, 
| start having problems. That’s the time 
to resize JUST ENOUGH to eliminate the 
trouble. 

Ain’t no big thing, brother!

knowledgeable experimenter leave little 
to be desired, is FL sizing his PPC brass 
as aregular part of his reloading process, 
and he doesn’t feel it hurts his accuracy 
potential in the least.

“Did you ever notice how well the PPC 
tends to shoot when you are fireforming 
your cases?’ 

The ‘‘trick’’ — if you can call it that — 
to successfully FL sizing the PPC case is 
proper sizing die adjustment. Pick a fired 
case that ‘‘feels sticky’’ when you 
chamber it. Begin the sizing operation 
with the die turned away from the shell 
holder of the press. Keep turning the die 
in, sizing the case, and testing the case 
in YOUR RIFLE until you get the ‘‘feel’’ 
(resistance to closing) on the bolt that you 
want. Lock the die in the press at that 
point and size the remainder of your 
cases. Adjusted in this manner, the FL die 
is doing only the minimal amount of 
‘“‘work’’ necessary to get the cases to 
chamber easily. | use a Bonanza neck 
sizing die for this operation so that the 
case body isn’t changed. All! want the die 
to do is to bump the shoulder back 
slightly.

Dear Dave, 

One sure as heck could write a book — 
even an encyclopedia about what | know 
about your three questions! For better or 
worse, here goes: 

(1) | full-length resize whenever | feel 
that the cases are closing too darn hard. 
Some of my cases might not need full- 
length resizing more than once in, say, 
ten firings, and maybe others will need it 
every five firings, depending on how 
heavy a load | am using. Here are my 
thoughts on the subject .... The stiffer 
the load, the more resizing one is going 
to have to do. Another thing that will have 
a definite effect on the number of times 
we have to full-length resize is the 
smoothness of a particular chamber, and 
how much it is polished. The real polished 
chambers will give more problems with 
hard closing cases! | feel this because the 
cartridge case just flows forward more 
easily in these chambers and makes a 
closer fit between the face of the bolt and 
the shoulder of the case. 

| personally think that when a gun is 
chambered with a good reamer, done 


correctly, that the chamber should not be 
polished. Leave it alone, and one will have 
less problems with too tight cases and 
having to full-length resize too often. 

Another point | feel strongly about is 
the recommendation of making just a nice 
little radius on the front of the chamber, 
and no bit cut with a lathe tool to make 
a place for the brass to flow, which can 
raise particular hell with cases and cause 
them to close hard, and they never will 
fully resize back to normal and close 
easily. 

When | full-length size cases, | usually 
fire them afterward a couple of times with 
a half grain less powder, and only then go 
to using them on my record targets. 
When they get to the point that | find them 
closing too hard, | then have to full-length 
size them once again. As | said earlier, 
some guns of mine can only get 3 or 4 
matches, others perhaps six matches 

. it varies from gun to gun. 

| also feel that a particular bullet that 
one is shooting has an effect on the 
number of times one must full-length 
resize, depending on how well that 
particular bullet and its préssure ring fit 
that particular barrel. 

On question number 2, | do not think 
that an overall too long case will give a 
problem closing the bolt. One would 
certainly discover quickly, | believe, if 
their cases were too long when they 
charged the cases with powder, and 
visibly inspected them before seating 
their bullets. | trim my cases for the 6PPC 
to 1.490” overall length and have never 
had what | thought was a problem with 
them gaining length. In fact, perhaps | 
don’t pay enough attention to the length 
of my own PPC cases. Occasionally | 
check them, and if they are 1.490” to 
1.500 inch, | judge that they are all right 
for me. 

| wouldn’t want a bunch of easy closing 
cases mixed with a few hard closing 
cases, and expect to get the best groups 


possible. | also wouldn’t want to have to 
get up off the shooting stool to close the 
bolt, either. When the cases reach this 
point, you should have full length resized 
a while back. 

Also, | do not feel that a hard closing 
group of cases will give elevation pro- 
blems if they are uniform in the amount 
of closing pressure needed, within rea- 
son. 

Question number 3, the one about 
shooters’ bolt handles going down 
smoothly, and others that seem to be 
requiring a lot of effort to close. Cases 
after full length sizing for about three 
firings will close quite easily. In my own 
case, often about ten firings they will 
begin to close just too hard to feel 
comfortable, and so it’s back to the F.L.S. 
die again. 

An item that | am very critical about is 
greasing the bolt locking lugs that con- 
tact the action. If one lets this go without 
attention long enough, you are about to 
get Problems .... with acapitalP.... 
by allowing the bolt lugs to get scored or 
galled, and that will most certainly cause 
the bolt handle to close harder than it 
should. This might seem like a trivial thing 
to some people, but it is darn important. 
It is a case of using a little lubrication, but 
don’t use too much... . it makes a heck 
of a mess if you use too much, and if 
you've got a mess of gun grease sitting 
around in obscure places in your rifle’s 


.action, sooner or later a bit of it is a good 


bet to end up on one of your bullets when 
you are chambering a round and when 
you fire that round, you will have 
Elevation problems with a capital E. 

Hard closing cases isn’t just a problem 
with the PPC. With repeated firings using 
heavy loads, one will encounter the same 
problem with any caliber under the same 
circumstances. 

Hope | haven't confused you, while 
trying to answer your questions!

in one barrel to another barrel. Person- 
ally, cases closing hard DOESN'T DIS- 
TURB ME AT ALL, as! ama shooter that 
believes in using the hottest load the case 
will take, while shooting consistently 
accurate. I’ve broken several records, 
and won many matches with cases that 
closed hard. In fact, my son, Eric, has 
skinned his knuckles many times closing 
and opening the bolt of the rifle that we 
both were using. 

However, there are a couple of things 
that will make the cases close hard, even

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with light loads. For one thing, a bad or 
busted Remington extractor will create a 
serious problem. The second problem 
that Myles Hollister and myself have 
found is the situation where a chamber is 
cut into a barrel with a chamfer used on 
the head of the chamber so that cases do 
not catch when feeding .... this will 
allow the case to expand at this point, 
when fired. If this chamfer is excessive, 
it will leave a mark akin to a stretch mark 
or a belt just in front of the case head. 
This oversized case, with or without its 
newly formed ‘‘belt’’ then becomes very 
difficult to close and open the bolt handle 
on. 

Of course, a crooked or chattered 
chamber will cause a problem. But! doubt 
that this is your problem, not with Seely 
Masker doing your smithing. Sometimes 
there is a scratch in the chamber that can 
be polished out. Also, not enough 
clearance between neck wall and 
chamber will cause hard chambering. 
Question number 2, case length. When | 
first started benchrest shooting, | did alot 
of experimenting with case lengths. My 
experiments ranged from shortening the 
case a full one-tenth of an inch to the 
other extreme of not trimming at all, let 
‘em grow. | found that all case neck 
lengths would shoot well, as long as they 
were the SAME length. | now trim to 
1.485”, the same as yourself. As far as 
a case closing hard, and causing 
elevation problems, | don’t believe it from 
my experments. 

| have had times in my shooting when 
| was in a particular match (and this has 
occurred more than once) when | was

using five record cases on which the bolt 
was closing easily .. . . | was doing well 
in the match, and very much “‘in the 
hunt’, when suddeenly for some reason 
one case started to close excessively 
hard. | did not remove that case from the 
record side of the cartridge block, but 
rather kept firing it. On every occasion 
where this occurred, the hard closing 
case continued to put its bullet into the 
middle of the group as formed by the easy 
closing cases .... right where it should 
have gone. 

| do believe that neck thickness is very 
critical, and changes as much as does the 
length. | also feel that the thickness and 
bullet neck tension is more critical than 
the length of the case neck. 

As | stated earlier, a neck thickness 
with no clearance will cause the case to 
close hard, and create higher pressures, 
which certainly could cause ‘‘verticals”’ in 
groups. 

Question number 3, some rifles appear 
to have bolts that close and open easier. 
| believe some of this is due to the design 
of the action, how the rifle fits into the 
front rest, and what stock is used. Some 
rifles are more stable than others in the 
bags, (possibly a function of a flat stock 
forend, as opposed to one with rounded 
corners), when the bolt is closed and 
opened. Also, some shooters make it 
appear that their bolt is closing easier 
because of experience and a smooth 
technique being used. 

| have one rifle with a smooth action 
that fits the bags well. It is hard to tip the 
rifle when working the action. In fact, I’ve 
let it lay on a table, and | can open the

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action with one finger and the rifle doesn't 
tip off the flat of the stock. 

However, | stated before in this letter 

that | believed that hot loads, and ve- 
locities of 3300 to 3400 f.p.s. in front of 
my 68 grain bullets are what will do the 
job for me. Don Geraci is currently firing 
an ungodly load of 4198 powder in front 
of my 68 grain bullets... . the darn load 
is so hot that cases have to be discarded 
after one match; the primers fall out, etc., 
etc. Don recently told me that he was 
getting 3370 f.p.s. with his match load, 
and recently chronographed one five shot 
group with. ZERO — absolutely zip — 
deviation in f.p.s. for the group. 
I'm kind of sure that his bolt must be 
opening a little hard these days, with 
pressures being a bit much, but notice 
how Don Geraci has been shooting in 
1983 .... results are what count! 

As | write this, | have just won the IBS 
Hunter National Championships at 
Council Cup, and broke the hunter class 
record with a 497 grand. | used my own 
68 grain flat-base bullets in a Hart barrel, 
chambered by Seely Masker, in a rifle that 
weighs nine pounds. | was using 1978 
dated cans of H322, and at the 200 yard 
mark, | was firing a load of 54.5 setting 
on the Culver measure, which gives a 
little over 29.0 grains by weight. This is 
a hot load, and the bolt opened and 
closed hard. (Editor: It certainly is a hot 
load, and the magazine wishes to go on 
record as not recommending the load. We 
are not being critical of Allie’s method- 
ologies; we simply don’t want to be the 
source of possible problems. . . . the fact 
that Allie’s rifle action has stayed to- 
gether to date does not guarantee that 
your action is as strong as his apparently 
is). Some primers fell out of the cases that 
| was using before the match was over, 
and | pushed them back in with my thumb. 
(Editor: Yup, | was right... .itdoes seem 
to be a hot load). | continued to use those 
cases with faith that they were okay, and 
| did not lose a shot at the Hunter Na- 
tionals that | could not explain by a wind 
flag switch just as the shot went off.

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There are a couple of things | do when 
the bolt closes and opens hard. First, | 
wrap my fingers under the bolt handle, 
and place my thumb on the-scope at the 
ring junction. This gives me leverage, and 
| can open a hard bolt with less effort. | 
add a caution to this... . don’t go doing 
this with the eye piece end of the scope 
....you risk ‘‘springing’”’ the scope tube. 
If someone is watching me fire, and 
doesn’t notice that | am doing this, the 
observer could get the mistaken im- 
pression that my bolt handle is opening 
quite easily. Second, on closing the bolt, 
| push forward and down with the thumb 
and palm of my hand. On real hard cases, 
| may hang on to the rifle stock under the 
action with my left hand. 

With me, hard closing cases have been 
part of the game as long as | can re- 
member, and | don’t expect to ever be 
free of the problem. As long as | fire high 
pressure loads, I’m going to be doing 
damage to cases, and damaged cases do 


not work as easily as cases that are not 
put to this hard usage. 

However, my personal belief is that 
higher velocity gives better condition- 
cutting ability. | also believe that equip- 
ment per se does more winning today 
than does the shooter. 

Still, this is the game that we have 
elected to play .... and | love it!

Sinclair, Inc. has developed a gauge 
which makes possible the initial seating 
of a bullet at the lands or any desired 
depth in relation to the rifling/leade with- 
out any trial and error process. Our 
example is a pilot model. The production 
model is oxided black and there are minor 
other changes. Instructions are furnished 
in detail and properly followed will make 
possible adjusting our seating die to 
exact seating to the thousandths very 
quickly. A Sinclair bullet comparator is 
also included, each covering two calibers; 
.224” and 6MM, 25 and 27, 7MM and 
30.The assembly is priced at $19.75. 
Extra bore guides are $5.25 and extra 
comparators are $5.50 each. 

The assembly is made up of a nylon 
tool guide, a rod and two stops which are 
held in place on the rod with set screws. 
(Photo 1) After assuring the chamber and 
leade are clean and dry, a bullet is in- 
serted into the chamber and pushed 
forward carefully into the leade. Very light 
force should be used to prevent forcing 
the bullet into the lands. Next, the tool 
guide is placed in the action. The rod in 
the side of the tool guide is rotated into 
the bolt cut-out and forward. Next, one of 
the stops with the large diameter forward 
and the rod is inserted through the tool

guide and makes light contact with the 
base of the bullet and the stop locked fast 
with the set screw. (Photo 2) The bullet, 
rod and guide are removed. Next a fired 
case is placed in the chamber, the guide 
and rod are inserted, this time with the 
second stop in place with the small 
diameter forward. The rod is held for- 
ward, the second stop pushed forward to 
the guide and locked in place with the set 
screw, (Photo 3). 

We now can find the total length of a 
loaded round with the sample bullet and 
a case. This figure will apply to this make 
and lot of bullets and assure the bullet is 
exactly at the lands. First, we measure 
the length of our sample bullet. Next, we 
measure the distance between the two 
stops. (Photo 4) We add the two figures 
and have the total length of a loaded 
round to just touch the lands. For ex- 
ample, using a Remington 52 grain bullet 
we have a bullet length of .695” and the 
distance between the two stops is 
measured as 1.815”. The total length of 
our dummy cartridge is 2.510”. This 
sample cartridge is marked and kept as 
a record for future use for that barrel. 

As a Starting point for load develop- 
ment, let's assume we want to jump the 
bullet .020” to the lands. We first find the

number of threads per inch of the seating 
stem in our seating die. For those who are 
a little lazy, the following chart is offered. 
It indicates the amount of stem move- 
ment, in or out, for a given number of 
threads per inch. The chart is valid to 
within .0005”. 


Threads/In. Degrees of Rotation 
90° 180° 270° 360° 
32 .008” .016” .023” .031” 
28 .009” .018” .027” .036” 
24 010” .021” .031” .042” 
20 012” .025” .037” .050”

If our seating stem has 24 threads per 
inch, we rotate it 180° inward and we 
have very close to our desired .020” 
bullet jump to the lands. 

When we find the best seating depth for 
our new barrel and this lot of bullets after 
working up a load the Sinclair bullet 
comparator comes into play. (Photo 5)We 
write down the figure for future use. In our 
earlier example, our loaded round with 
the Remington 52 grain bullet gave a 
figure of 3.008”. Using a different bullet 
or lot, the amount of seating die stem 
change can be compared with a loaded 
round. The difference of the sample 
round and the new comparator reading is 
the amount of change required to 
maintain the same .020” bullet jump to 
lands with the new make or lot of bullets. 
The above chart will indicate the amount 
of rotation required when adjusting the 
seating die with some level of inter- 
pelation. All the trial and error of the past, 
often not with desired results, is elimi- 
nated. 

The usefulness of the Sinclair seating 
depth gauge to measure land and leade 
growth during its life remains to be seen, 
| have recorded the current readings with 
the gauge in all my barrels and will check 
them again in the future. Perhaps we can 
learn something of wear of the leade in 
different calibers, with different powders 
and other factors.

Greg Davis sent me a sample of the 
Davis Precision Primer die. The word 
“‘precision’’ is often overworked, but not 
in this case. This assembly does an 
outstanding job when priming cases in a 
reloading press. 

In this column | have often bad- 
mouthed the average reloading press as 
a method of priming. The problem is the 
terrific amount of leverage designed into 
a modern reloading press which is so 
useful and desirable when full length 
resizing. The same leverage makes 
feeling a primer bottom each time a 
sporty task and not often successful for 
properly seated primers. Co-ax priming 
overcomes the problem to some degree.

However, there is no adjustment to 
overcome the difference in primer pocket 
depths or differences in primer height 
which can introduce some errors. Am- 
munition manufacturers are quick to 
point out that the average handloader 
does a very poor job of priming cases. | 
suspect that over the last thirty-five years 
at one time or another, | have made every 
boo-boo that can be made during the 
priming operation. Most were made when 
priming in a reloading press. 

The photo shows the complete kit. On 
the left the small ram rod for 22 and 6mm 
calibers. Next, the die body, lock nut and 
the large ram rod. The guide, return 
spring and base are in the center and on 
the right is the required allen wrench for 
ram rod changing and the adjusting 
shims.

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The base is made to fit the press ram 
as a shell holder, the spring is placed over 
the base and the guide slid down over 
both. The die body assembly is screwed 
into the press to extend just below the 
press frame. Next we must pre-determine 
the depth we want the primer below the 
head of the case. The tool will make 
possible a depth below the head of 
0-.010”. 

First we must determine the average 
depth of the primer pockets of our brass 
to be primed. This can be done with a 
depth mic, a calipers if done with care or 
a gauge such as the primer gauge offered 
by B-Square. We can find the average 
height of our primers with a mic or 
calipers. We should keep in mind that the 
primer when properly seated has the anvil 
legs bottomed in the pocket and the anvil 
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pushed into the cup just a little to assure 
the anvil head is pushed up into the 
primer mixture call ‘‘dry compression’’. | 
suspect that compression should be 
.002’-.003” or so. 

After getting these figures, it was 
determined that a box of .308 Winchester 
cases should have the primers .006” 
below the head of the case. | placed two 
of the shims, each .002” thick, over the 
top primer punch of the base. After 
running the twenty cases through the 
primer die, all primers were found to be 
seated .006” to .0055” below the head of 
the cases. Not too shabby performance 
first try. 

Excessive forces should not be applied 
on the press handle or some level of 
damage can result to the case head and 
web area. Some attention to what we are 
about will prevent damage to the case, 
and perfect priming. 

The die is currently made only for large 
primers. Greg advises that if there is 
enough demand, a kit will be made also 
for small primers. The photo shows the 
initial production run. Future dies will 
have improved finish with a material 
change. Sizes currently available are for 
cases with a .472”-.475” (.308, etc.) 
diameter rim (No. 1) or .530”-.532” 
diameter belted magnums (.30-.338”, 
etc.). Tool is heat treated to Rockwell 
46-50C. High powder rifle shooters 
sometimes develop burrs on case heads 
and rims. These burrs should be carefully 
dressed off for obvious reasons.

One has to be involved in the benchrest 
game for more than twenty years before 
they can get a complete over-view of how 
new and tender shooters come into the 
game, fight their frustrations of learning 
and equipment and finally weed them- 
selves into one of three categories.

While it may seem like heresy | think 
that perhaps the time has come to 
consider doing some benchrest shooting 
for score. Now before you pop your 
valves and throw this good magazine 
across the room, stop and think a mo- 
ment. | said ‘add’ not ‘replace’ and I'd like 
to give some valid reasons. 

As most of you know my benchrest

shop is dedicated to the new accuracy 
nut so | get ’em green and fresh. Most of 
the benchrest shooters | know quickly 
forget that they started green once, most 
are GUILTY of talking down to new 
prospective shooters and | see and hear 
of a growing tendency toward aloofness 
among many of the experienced shoot- 
ers. Once in a while I'll knock one down 
a peg or two by reminding him that | 
remember his first match and how ner- 
vous and concerned about his per- 
formance he was at that time. How soon 
we forget.... 

The new shooter today is often turned 
off by some of the infinitely small groups 
we all have the tendency to display and 
show about. (Does one ever brag about 
a bad group?). The novice takes one look 
and feels that he can never achieve either 
the ability or equipment to possibly 
compete on that level.

interest in benchrest) merely illustrating a 
point that without the minor leagues, the 
major league could suffer. 

Think about the advantages of having 
some semi-organized benchrest shoot- 
ing for score. First off, it’s already being 
done in many many areas around the 
country so why not offer some guidance 
and quasia recognition to it and then 
guide them toward their ‘big league’ 
careers in conventional group shooting. 
The small local club can get something 
going without the need for backers and 
measuring equipment. We already have a 
target (Hunter Class) which could be 
scaled down in size until it would prove 
more than satisfactory or the convent- 
ional BR target can be used at the 200 
yard range with the center ‘mothball’ 
acting as the X ring etc. as advocated for 
many years by the late Paul Gottschall. 
Paul felt that not only should we be able 
to make the rifle group but direct that 
grouping to a pre-designated point in 
order to prove true riflemanship. Too 
many group shooters wind up firing their 
first shot and then chasing it with the 
other four. A study of their groups as the 
day and match progresses often shows 
a continuing shift in the placement of 
those groups. 

Some good scores have and are being 
fired in this manner with some very de- 
dicated participation as well. Not only 
new shooters but many of the bona fide

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benchrests find it a welcome challenge 
and diversion. 

If it can be kept interesting in structure 
such a game could draw numbers of that 
second category of shooters | mentioned 
within the benchrest clan, the social 
shooter, and from those shooters the 
novice would learn and grow and move on 
to the ‘majors’. Few will dispute the 
popularity of the Crawfish Invitational, 
considered by many to be the finest shoot 
run west of the Mississippi (and then 
some). Marcy Lyons, Francis Broussard, 
Carroll Green and company will all quickly 
extoll the virtues of the club from its 
inception. They attribute virtually all their 
shooters, including themselves to their 
start in Hunter Class shooting for score. 
These friendly Cajuns came and pulled 
shooters up out of the bayous of Loui- 
siana until, with some guidance from the 
original Cajun, Don Geraci, they repre- 
sent probably the most formidable group 
of shooters in the United States today. 
Winning the annual Team Trophy at the 
Nationals, setting and holding several 
World Records and numerous National 
Championships in the Transcontinental 
Hunter Rifle League are just a few of their 
achievements. When these Cajuns show 
up at a benchrest match, be it Hunter or 
Varmint, competition will be keen and 
tough. All from a beginning in lowly score 
shooting. 

Such a system of shooting for score 
has to be interesting and appealing to 
youngsters coming up. Oft-times these 
enthusiastic kids are thrown into a match 
against the ‘pros’ and their interest and 
enthusiasm is nipped in the bud. The 
same most certainly applies to the wives 
and ladies. A simple game for score could 
get them started, teach them some of the 
fundamentals and then when THEY are 
ready they could take a fling at the big 
league game. 

As mentioned before there is much 
more of this shooting going on right now 
than most benchresters realize. Tending 
to revolve in our own little world we 
seldom think about where the shooters 
will come from a few years down the road. 

| find that most shooters enter into a 
benchrest cycle. Start, learning, enthu- 
siasm, improvement, winning (on some 
level), waning interest and gradual 
withdrawal from the game. For some it 
lasts a lifetime, for others much shorter 
periods. Having handled club and orga- 
nizational mailing and membership lists 
for twenty five years | guess the average 
active enthused duration of the benchrest 
cycle to be about six years. I'd guess that 
with overlap and the ‘lifers’ plus those 
connected to it for busines reasons that 
we need well over 10% new shooters 
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every year. Remember that not all of them 
will find it ‘‘takes’’. 

It seems doubtful right now that the 
equivalent of 10% are being introduced 
each year and while the benchrest game 
has grown well in some areas of the 
country, others such as California, Wis- 
consin, Illinois etc. are virtually without 
any expansion or development. Yet it is 
in these areas where much of the 
shooting for score type match is held. 
Ironically | doubt any two use the same 
type target thus they develop into close 
little nests from which few birds will ever 
fly. If we can tap such a source of new 
shooters the entire game should benefit 
and grow as a direct result. After all just 
go back to those Cajun names | ment- 
ioned and ten years ago no one had ever 
heard of them. 

Some will counter by saying that this is 
what Hunter Class was devised to do and 
true it certainly did originate with that in 
mind. However it has become a highly 
competitive and sophisticated equipment 
sport very nearly to the extent of the 
varmint classes. While it is responsible 
for starting probably more shooters than 
the three varmint classes combined there 
are still those who have gone the 40X rout 
only to find that Hunter Class rules are far 
different yet they remain reluctant to 
jump into a full fledged group shooting 
match. These people would be drawn to 
a score shooting game that perhaps 
many of the pros would look down on a 
bit and thus not enter, leaving the class 
to the novices for their own. 

This thought has bounced around in my 
mind for several years and has been a 


topic of conversation with a good many 
shooters new to the game. The enthu- 
siasm for it has been 100% positive and 
it is at the urging of these many novices 
that I’ve been prompted to get the idea 
off my chest and see what kind of 
controversy it might stir up. Keep your 
debate friendly and constructively 
pointed toward new shooters and I'll take 
you on anytime. Now let's hear it from the 
‘con’ side....

there is also a book on shotgun 
chambers, | believe that it also is $10.00, 
but since my interest is minimal, | pur- 
chased the other two only. These have 
considerble information on taking pres- 
sures, headspace gauges, ammuniton 
sketches and chamber sizes. Anyone 
doing chambering work should find these 
books invaluable. Order from: S.A.A.M.lI., 
Box 218, Wallingford, Connecticut

Today, the big-bore competition 
shooter is either at a crossroads, or is 
rapidly coming up to those crossroads. 
The well-loved, pre-1964 model 70 
Winchester of past days is rapidly run- 
ning out of parts. Those of us with the 
ability to fabricate parts are largely too 
tied up with the job of building com- 
petition rifles, so the parts business has 
to sit on the back of the bench, until time 
is found. 

The model 70, as presently available, 
has anumber of drawbacks, and certainly 
the first one has to be the fact that the 
rear cocking camm on the receiver is soft. 
It's entirely adequate for a hunting rifle 
that is shot twenty times a year at max, 
but the competition rifle is cycled several 
hundred times each year, and a hundred 
times a day is routine. A wearing camm, 
for this fellow, is not exactly an asset. 

The 700 action with a 40X stock is 
great; the stock, however, was designed 
for benchrest, and has a problem using 
five shells for rapid fire. It can be deepen- 
ed with the use of shims and washers; 
however, the action is soft in comparison 
to the 4150 steel of the Winchester... . 
this makes for stickiness in rapid fire. The 
person that recommends using copious 
amounts of grease on his action has 
apparently never been in competition on 
a hot and dusty rifle range, with the wind 
blowing the sand around merrily. 

A model 77 Ruger just came through 
our doors recently. The competitor did 
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not have one of the more commonly seen 
rifle actions (on the big-bore firing line), 
and he asked if | could put clip slots in the 
Ruger action. The job was soon done, 
and he put it away. Another came in for 
a re-barrel job. In looking over the action, 
it was pretty apparent that the top lug 
seat was .003 back from the bottom seat, 
this after facing the receiver. If one laps 
the receiver this much, he will introduce 
a camm effect in the locking lugs. As 
accuracy shooters, we do not care for 
any camm, as in a match, it is likely that 
one will be closing his bolt with varying 
force in the heat of competition, with 
attendant variation in headspace. 

A bar of tough scrap steel, 1 3/16” in 
diameter and some three feet long, was 
turned on one end so that it could be 
centered in a four jaw chuck for two 
inches. Ahead of this area is a smooth 
turned area, two inches long, to indicate 
this end true. The other end has a similar 
turned area to ride in the steady rest; past 
that, the bar is turned down from .702 to 
.699. The receiver fits this closely, yet 
with no distortion, and it is locked in place 
with a square of aluminum held with an 
8x32 Allen screw. The end of the turned 
area ALMOST comes to the lug seats. 

With the bar and receiver turning in the 
chuck, and held true in the steady rest, 
a boring bar with a carbide insert was 
introduced from the face of the receiver. 
In this instance, the boring bar was 5/8” 
in diameter. It extended a VERY short 
distance from its holder on the lathe 
compound, as, to keep from chattering, 
a boring bar SHOULD extend no more 
than two and a half times its diameter. 

The lathe carriage stop was positioned 
so the bar was just touching the forward

seat.... this was cleaned up, advanced 
.001, it again cleaned up with a very slight 
contact on PART of the top lug seat; 


again a .001 advance .... the third 
advance cleaned up both lug seats. The 
reason that this has been so detailed is 
that the carbide cutter made a cut so 
smooth that | could see the refletion of 
myself in the lug seats when the light was 
right. 

When shown the action (so corrected), 
the customer remarked that now the 
action (with no other work done), had an 
extremely SMOOTH feel, and we do 
believe that if properly re-worked, they 
will have very fine potential for a 
SMOOTH WORKING competition rifle, 
especially for military rifle shooting. 
Would love to see these introduced with 
a PPC bolt face, but don’t expect to see 
it happen. 

This investment cast receiver is listed 
as being made of 4140 steel. However, 
with investment casting steel, the alloy 
can be altered, to develop hardness and 
strength ratios, usually by increasing the 
manganese content. These actions have 
the advantage that they are hard all over, 
and have a Rockwell hardness several C 
points above either 700’s or model 70's 
as now made. 

It might be the coming thing for big- 
bore competition shooters, when they 
arrive at that set of crossroads that we 
discussed earlier. 
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1’x 3/8” block of aluminum holds with an 8x32 Allen screw at bottom of Receiver keeping

Dear Dave, 

In the October issue, in the series of 
replies on Remington 40X versus custom 
actions, there was a lot of mention of 
Remington extractors and Sako con- 
versions on Remington bolts. The article 
pretty well covered the territory, but I'd 
like to get a final two cents worth in. 
(Editor: I've never known you not to have 
the final say, Seely). 

The normal counterbore in the Rem- 
ington bolt is .150”. A properly con- 
verted Remington bolt with a Sako ex- 
tractor will have a .125” counterbore. Fit 
this with an .003” clearance from the 
barrel, and you have .128” or PPC case 
‘out of the barrel’, versus .153” with the 
Remington extractor. 

Of course, with the Sako extractor 
installed, you have the extractor cut in the 
side of the bolt .... but how about the 
Sako action? | haven't heard of anyone 
going into convulsions of hysteria over 
them ....no one has got up on a soap 
box and denounced them as an inter- 
national menace to life and limb. How 
about the Springfield, or the pre-’64 
Winchesters, with their extractor cuts in 
the barrel? It always got my ulcer a bit 
agitated to fit a barrel on these critters, 
with tolerances held to a gnat’s eyelash 
....than go through the litany, and extra 
work....screwit onto the action.... 
working the cut... . take it off the action 
.... Make the extractor cut .... put it 
back on the action... . take it off and put 
it back on a few more times, trying for 
precise fit .... a lot of work to do it 
properly. 

| regard the Sako action as a fine, 
close-fitting, smooth and square one by 
today’s factory standards, requiring very 
little trueing, and nicely machined

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throughout. There are a lot worse and 
more dangerous extractors sitting on 
production factory rifles today. | have a 
friend who was hit in the face by an 
extractor which blew off a well known 
lever action rifle, and the friend was taken 
to anearby hospital for a little patch work, 
including stitches. Furthermore, the 
friend was standing ten feet away from 
the shooter at the time. This is not an 
isolated case, here in my own little local 
area, some brand of rifle, with a com- 
pletely different cast of people involved, 
had the extractor depart for warmer 
climates. 

| have not heard of many Sako rifles 
blowing the extractor... . so what’s the 
matter with the Sako extractor? 

| consider the Winchester pre-’64 
model 70 to have less of a safety margin 
than the Sako, but it has always been a 
favorite of the big-bore shooters, and 
remains so to this day. Just ask one! Just 
ask Roy Dunlap, who has always had a 
soft spot in his heart for the grand old 
model, and so do |, for that matter. 

No matter what faults one may find 
with Springfields, Mausers, and pre-’64 
Model 70’s, their extractors are de- 
pendable. They may not be quite as safe 
(as benchrests would like them), but 
which would you rather be holding, when 
a cape buffalo with a nasty flesh-wound 
turns around and ambles over to have a 
word with you? I’ve never had one Cape 
Buffalo experience (they're an en- 
dangered species in Pleasantville), but | 
still have a pretty good idea what my 
choice would be. | vote for the de- 
pendable one! Forget the double rifle; it’s 
only two shots, and | intend to keep on 
shooting, under those circumstances, 
until the critter either puts up a white flag, 
or the lunch bell rings. 

Extractor cuts are a weak point 
wherever you put them, be it in the barrel 
or in the bolt. 

| should go on record here that |

personally do NOT like M-16 extractor 
conversions .... they are too wide and 
too long, and they do open the bolt up to 
an undesirable degree. 

Some gunsmiths have gone so far as 
to safety breech the Mauser, which re- 
quires an abbreviated extractor cut and 
narrowing of the extractor. Is the ad- 
vantage gained worth the effort? | don’t 
know, and probalby won't live long en- 
ough to find out. 

| have seen some of the sliding ex- 
tractors cause trouble, which usually 
requires their removal, and smoothing 
the sides of the extractor and its guide 
ways in the bolt. Even the Sako extractor 
is a weak point, and COULD blow out. 
Anything will blow when the shooter 
stuffs a case full of Bullseye into the 
chamber! If you're a bit sloppy in your 
reloading, maybe you should stick to an 
unmodified Remington bolt and action 
.... they are pretty darn strong ‘‘as is’’. 
It's lucky that they are for one shooter 
who brought a Remington 700 in 7MM 
Magnum into the shop, complaining of 
‘difficult extraction’. Some of his cases 
were .018 inch oversize at a point a half 
inch ahead of the belt. He had been using 
a load of 65 grains of 4350 behind a 170 
grain bullet, which a ‘‘friend’’ had rec- 
ommended to him. My Sierra reloading 
manual suggests that 60.4 grains is max 
with such a bullet. This fellow may have 
had his head saved by the Remington 


action safety factor. He also needed a

it be a benchrest shooter, or a hunter of 
Cape Buffalo. In the latter case, you have 
created your own safety hazard, and if 
that’s your bag, when he’s 20 feet from 
you, and somewhat worked up, | hope

rather than a slightly unsafe one. 


Regardless of what kind of extractor 
you have, or what school of thought (on

Dear Dave, 

| very much enjoyed your ‘‘Part Il — 
Your First Benchrest Rifle’. 

| can add a few words of advice to 
your comments on buying a used rifle, 
or indeed a gun of any kind. | would 
handle a sale of a used rifle as follows: 
the sale should be tentative .... 
subject to final buyer's approval, and 
should give the buyer the opportunity 
to test-fire the weapon. Targets al- 
legedly attesting to the accuracy of the 
rifle are worthless... . they may have 
been fired when the barrel was 
brand-spanking-new, or they may 
have been the only decent groups that 
the rifle ever fired in an otherwise 
undistinguished career. 

A gun shop near me always had a 
good number of guns in their ‘‘used 
guns’’ department. This particular 
shop never purchased used guns, but 
rather would accept them on con- 
signment, on a ten percent commis- 
sion basis. The buyer could take any 
one of them out to test fire before 
buying. 

| took out ‘‘on approval’ a Win- 
chester model #52 (.22 rimfire target 
rifle) one day, some fifteen years or so 
ago. | recall that the asking price was 
$50.00. | wandered over to the Mount 
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Holly range, where several close 
friends made it a practice to get to- 
gether for loading and shooting on 
weekends; | still retain many happy 
memories of some of these get-to- 
gethers. 

| mounted a Unertl, 16 power, inch 
and a half target scope on the rifle, set 
up a target at 50 yards, and started 
shooting. Gad, | didn’t believe that a 
rifle could shoot that badly. Some of 
the shots were key holeing in the 
target. My friend Harry was idly 
watching me, and | noticed that he was 
quite interested in the rifle that | was 
testing (Harry owned the range, and 
also lived there). Finally asked him why 
his interest, and Harry replied that he 
had once owned that rifle. | cut the test 
session short, and brought it back to 
the gun shop with a terse comment 
that | doubted it was capable of 
shooting a twelve-inch group at 50 
yards. It was strange, because looking 
down the bore, the barrel had ap- 
peared to be in darn good shape. 

Arrived home, thoroughly disgusted 
with a wasted test session. Couple of 
hours later, the phonerang... .it was 
Harry, the range owner. Fellow took 
forever to say anything... . finally got 
his opening words .... ‘‘found.... 
out.... why.... your.... bullets 
....were....keyholeing’’. Silence. 
Okay, I'll ask the obvious question, if 
only to get the conversation moving 
.... ‘Why, Harry?” 

“Well... . your scope was focused 
at 50 yards....I don’t suspect.... 
that you could see .... the chicken 
wire....at25 yards... . around my 
blueberry bushes... . you shot up my 
wire something terrible ... . ought to 
charge you for it....”. 

Went back to the shop, got the rifle 
out to test again, this time carefully 
locating any chicken wire between me 
and my target... . the darn gun shot 
just fine... . | purchased it, and today 
my son, Art still owns it. 

| would purchase a used rifle the 
same way that | would purchase a 


$39.00 per set 


used car. Try it first. Take the car to 
your mechanic and, as you say, take 
the rifle to your gunsmith. . . . and get 
their approval before you put that pile 
of greenbacks in the fellow’s hand. 

Good buys can be had as our fellow 
shooters pass on, and their estates 
are settled. A lot depends on the age 
of the rifle, and the question of 
whether the previous owner ever got 
it to shoot halfway well .... maybe 
the rifle’s continual, frustrating poor 
shooting was the cause of the owner's 
demise, maybe suicide was the only 
thing left... . the darn gun drove him 
to it. There have been a couple of rifles 
in my lifetime that had me thinking 
about suicide at one time or another. 
Eventually got them straightened out 
though. 

However, | doubt that the best route 
to go is to buy a used rifle, except in 
a very few cases. The chances of 
getting a record breaker are one ina 
thousand .... maybe less. 

Many, many years ago (strange, 
doesn’t seem that long), when | was a 
kid, | bought a whole bunch of used 
rifles, and got the worst of it most of 
the time. | learned the hard way that 
the used gun route is not always the 
cheapest way to go.

The weather was pretty decent at the 
venerable Pine Tree Rifle Club in 
Johnstown, New York on Saturday, 
September 10, and indeed for half of 
September 11. Around noon on Sunday, 
a storm system moved into the area, 
uprooting massive oak trees, overturning 
tractor-trailers, felling ten-story office 
buildings... . atleast it seemed that way 
to the editor. Yes, dear reader, things got 
so downright rotten that afternoon, with 
the wind and rain, that several craven 
individuals, of sound sense but faint heart 
said, ‘‘to h--- with this,’’ and left the field 
of combat, in the face of the foe, as it 
were.

At 200 yards, on Sunday, in heavy 
bench, conditions were starting to de- 
teriorate, and firing ten shots in an 
oncoming gale was less than my idea of 
fun. In such conditions, Seely Masker can 
be counted on to ‘‘hang tough’’, and hang 
tough he did, with a commanding win, 
while Bob DeMonstoy, Dick Maretzo, 
Rick Hornbeck, and Jerry Masker 
brawled over second place. Order of 
finish, heavy bench class, 200 yards: (1)

Small group at 100 yards of .119 by

The Dentist did it again, with a .249. 

The grand agg went to The Dentist, in 
the very narrowest of margins, over The 
Great Gunsmith. Top ten were: (1) Dick

ALLIE EUBER, BY A NOSE, OVER ED STARZINSKI!! 


The 1983 IBS Hunter Class Nationals 
took place September 17 and 18, at the 
Council Cup Range, Wapwallopen, 
Pennsylvania. Thirty-three shooters 
chose to do battle .... and battle they 
did indeed. It was a barroom brawl all the 
way, with the final winner having to be 
settled by ‘‘X’’ count, as were both 
yardages. 

At 100 yards, Allie Euber of Orwell, 
Vermont, more generally known for his 
varmint and heavy bench class shooting, 
took the yardage crown with a 250-15X 
score, and the next five places were all 
250 possibles (that’s all my match report 
goes to; six places .... but by a little 
arithmetic with the grand aggs, | know 
there were several more 250’s). Top six 
at the shorter yardage were: (1) Allie 
Euber 250-15X; (2) Mike Williams 
250-14X; (3) Carl Peters 250-12X; (4) 
Linda Hammonds 250-11X; (5) K. L. Miller 


250-11X; and (6) George Schuckers’ 


250-10X. 

At 200 yards, Ed Starzinski of 
Kingston, Pennsylvania, another varmint 
class ‘‘regular’’ won it by the narrowest 
of margins over Bill Theis, who shoots 
anything and everything, and is very hard 
to categorize. Top six, at the longer 
yardage were: (1) Ed Starzinski 247-4X;

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President’s 
Message 


Christmas is just around the corner and 
the thoughts of a number of Benchrest 
shooters are now focused on the winter 
leagues. Some use this time of year to 
fireform cases, break in a new barrel or 
to allow their equipment to rest. Still 
others turn their attention to the business 
end of IBS and take an active part in the 
winter meeting where the rules of our 
organization are altered as need be. It is 
a particular portion of this last item that 
this months column will address. The 
theme of this message is the Hunter 
Class; its past, present and future. The 
message should be prefaced with the fact 
that the writer of this entered the Ben- 
chrest sport through Hunter competition 
and it is unlikely that he would be a 
Benchrest shooter today had it not been 
for the Hunter Benchrest competition. 
With a preface such as this, many will 
now turn the page and say, ‘‘Well, en- 
ough of that — this won't be an objective 
look at Hunter’. Not so — | am very 
concerned about the current status of the 
Hunter category and its apparent spi- 
raling direction into the doldrums. 

The writer began benchrest with a rifle 
that had been purchased to compete in 
high power silhouette competition. The 
rifle was a Rem 700 Varminter in 308 
Winchester. The gun was unmodified 
except for a bisonite bedding job and 
trigger lightening. It delivered average 
performance in the mid 0.300’s and shot 
many groups below 0.250 inch and oc- 
casionally shot one under 0.200 inch. The 
gun impressed me and when it was 
learned that score competition for such 
rifles was available it was only a matter 
of time before silhouette shooting was 
dropped entirely and | was deeply in- 
volved with benchrest. 

About one half the guns on the firing 
line were exactly like mine and we all felt 
competitive with the factory rifle and 
were developing a genuine interest in 
benchrest shooting. It was only a matter 
of time before the fiberglass stock be- 
came the thing to have and the hunter gun 
began to look like a benchrest rifle. Now 
one needs to start out with a fiberglass 
stock, Hart or other custom barrel, 
custom trigger, custom safety and a 
chambering in 6 PPC. Certainly some- 
thing that one has to stretch the imagi- 
nation to even call a Hunting Rifle. Even 
more regrettably, the class system that 
was originally developed to ensure that 
beginners were encouraged by winning 
once in a while, has been bastardized to 
the point that people with custom guns 
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(people who have shot for ten years) are 
taking home trophies for coming in last 
place. This is even more disgusting when 
you realize that many shooters that beat 
that score went home empty handed. 

It is now hard to find new shooters 
coming into benchrest through the 
Hunter category of competition. The 
usual answer to this is NOT SO — look 
at the new shooters that are in the 
Varmint classes of competition. It is now 
actually the same price or even cheaper 
to build a good LV,HV rifle than it is to 
build a hunter rifle. If any of you were 
starting now and you had the choice of 
building a hunter rifle or a LV rifle, which 
one would you build? If your answer is the 
LV rifle, you are in the majority. 

So, now you say — ‘Borden, what's 
your problem if people are still starting in 
the sport?’’ Folks, my problem is that we 
are missing an opportunity to get many 
a woodchuck and deer hunter involved in 
the sport and if we don’t do something 
about the hunter class it is going to die. 
If you can’t get someone to the firing line, 
you can’t get them hooked on the sport. 

In order to deal with the subject ef- 
fectively and properly, some long term 
benchrest shooters have been consulted. 
Based on one of these conversations let 
me recount some benchrest history. 
Benchrest competition began with 
woodchuck rifles which were basically 
custom rifles weighing in the 15 to 20 
pound class. The rifles slowly evolved 
with action improvements, trigger im- 
provements, and component improve- 
ments. Soon the Heavy bench rifle 
evolved and soon thereafter the experi- 
mental rifle evolved. Some began to 
argue that another class was needed that 
was Closer to true varmint rifles and some 
weight and dimensional restrictions were 
developed and the Varmint class was 
born. It was not long before these rifles 
were all custom rifles and some began to 
then argue that a factory class rifle was 
needed and further restrictions were 
developed and the Light Varmint rifle was 
born. This class also developed and the 
factory rifle class idea was again debated 
and the Sporter class was born. This 
class also evolved and the Hunter class 
was then developed to entertain factory 
rifles. 

This class has now evolved to the point 
that the same factory class issues have 
arisen. Let us not make the mistake of 
making a still new class. Let us take the 
proverbial bull by the horns and stop this 
stair stepping of classes. The Hunter 
class needs to get back to the basic 
premises under which it was developed. 
If any of you wonder what they are, just 
open the rulebook to the hunter section 


and read the objectives of the class. The 
objectives surely are not met if the PPC 
is used in hunter competition mounted on 
a fiberglass stock that does not even 
resemble the stock on a hunting rifle. It 
is hoped that those of you who are in- 
terested in the future of the sport will put 
thought against the subject so that it can 
be brought to resolution within the next 
year.

THE AGENDA ITEMS LISTED BELOW WILL BE CONSIDERED FOR RULE CHANGES AT THEIBS WINTER MEETING 
TO BE HELD ON JANUARY 14 & 15, 1984 AT THE HOLIDAY INN IN PAINTED POST, NEW YORK. 


. Accept the temporary changes ap- 


proved at the 1983 annual meeting. 


. Change the 300 yard benchrest 


target to include the sighter target on 
the same piece of paper as the re- 
cord target. A proposed target has 
been submitted by the Mainville Club 
and will be available for member 
review at the winter meeting. It is 
also proposed that the target be 
printed in red. 


. Change the precision rifleman 


awards system to allow a minimum 
number of points to be earned when 
there are less than 20 competitors. 
In other words change the existing 
system of 20-49 shooters and over 
50 shooters to 5-19 shooters, 20-49 
shooters, and over 50 shooters. 


. If item 3 is adopted, make it retro- 


active to the beginning of IBS 
competition. 


. The 1983 audit committee recom- 


mends that the IBS Treasurer’s 
accounts be audited by a CPA every 
two years to coincide with the 
election of a new Treasurer. 


. Include the aggregate patches, 


championship patches, precision 
rifleman awards, traveler and keeper 
plaques and match pins as rules in 
the rulebook. The wording of these 
rules would be developed by a 
committee appointed by the Presi- 
dent. The rules would be developed 
based on the current practices used. 


. It is recommended that the Sporter 


Class and the Light Varmint Class be 
combined into a single 10/2 pound 
gun class with no caliber restrictions. 
(The existing rules for the LV class 
would be used). The records would 
be determined by consolidating the 
existing records and recognizing the 
smaller record in each case. 


. It is recommended that all currently 


recognized 5 shot groups and ag- 
gregates for the Heavy Bench Class 
be dropped from official IBS rec- 
ognition. 


. It is recommended that a Benchrest 


Hall of Fame be established for the 
IBS using the same rules that exist 
for the NBRSA Hall of Fame. Points 
would be awarded for IBS compe- 
tition since the inception of the IBS 
per the data that has been collected 
by Dave Brennan and Ai Angerman.

It is recommended that all clubs 
holding IBS registered matches be 
mandated to have, for the first match 
of each class, a minimum of two large 
pieces of paper, with new benchrest 
targets affixed thereto for those 
needing to sight-in. 

Require any club holding a registered 
match with over 30 competitors to 
provide a minimum number of tro- 
phies (or plaques or equiv.) to the 
first three at each yardage and grand 
aggregate for each class. 

It is recommended that the Heavy 
Bench Championships be separated 
from the Varmint Championships 
and the Sporter Class be returned to 
the Varmint Championships. 


. It is recommended for championship 


matches that a maximum fee of 
$12.00 for the first gun of each day 
be established and that a maximum 
fee of $6.00 be established for each 
additional gun each day.

datory for all registered IBS group 
shoots. 


. It is recommended that the following 


caliber change rule be implemented: 
Competitors changing calibers be- 
fore or during competition must 
complete a caliber change card im- 
mediately and prior to the effective 
match. Caliber change cards will be 
available from the range officer and 
must be returned to the range officer 
as the competitor goes to the line. A 
competitor who does not report a 
change to a larger caliber will not be 
given the credit. A competitor who 
does not report a change to a smaller 
caliber will be subject to disqualifi- 
cation. An exception to this rule 
would be if a competitor developed 
a rifle or ammunition problem during 
the actual firing of a match will not be 
disqualified if a gun borrowed is of 
different caliber and that change is 
reported immediately at the end of 
the effected match. The referees 
would determine the appropriate 
measurement method for the ef- 
fected target. 

It is recommended that it be made a 
rule that practicing on empty targets 
be disallowed and a crossfire penalty 
be assessed for each practice shot 
fired on an empty target.
